The Hussar Barracks in Bzentes (Y 7/0 52) on the road to 
Csongrad {Y 7/0 23) were occupied by about 500 troops wearing 
yellow epaulets. 1 7) 

'The Infantry Barracks in Merienstadt, a southern suburb of 
Kecskemet , housed the headquarters of an infantry regiment and 
an infantry battalion, according to railroad employees who 
also said the Hussar or Artillery Barracks were occupied by a 
motorized signal unit* 

In early March 1950 an artillery and a cavalry unit were located 
in the T’rigyes Barracks on the western perimeter of Komarom 
(¥ 48/Y 76) east of the railroad line to Gyoer. Groups o 
25 cavalrymen wore repeatedly seen there.

The completed build n 0 
housed about 4C officers and 20C Km of a horse-drawn ar 
lery unit. The buildings were not occupied to capacity.

Barracks, about 2 km. north of the town perimeter, %ere 90 
percent repaired. The barracks housed an W battalion 01 
about 350 men who wore red epaulets. 
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(2) In reoent years Pecs has always been reported as a post for 
artillery troops. A horse-drawn artillery battalion was 
observed there In the spring of 1949. Training courses for 
artillery NCOS were also held in Pecs. 

(3) The blue service color is an engineer or signal unit. The 
unit in the Honved Barracks is probably an artillery unit. 

(4) Probably a border guard unit, since this branch has blue- 
bordered red epaulets. The Hq 12th Bn has been located 
In the Infantry Barracks, Oroshaza, since 194-0. 

(5) The service color is of an infantry unit. 

(6) A horse-drawn artillery battalion has been located in the 
Artillery Barracks since the suroner of 1949. The obser- 
vation of the red service color confirms artillery troops. 
The Infantry Barracks are probably occupied by an infanty 
unit. 

(7) The yellow service color is cavalry. 

(8) A horse-drawn artillery unit, probably of the 1st Inf Div, 
was stationed in koraarom in the spring of 1949 

(9) and motorized artil- 
lery troops in the summer of 1949. 
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
